CONFERENCE HELD 


New Official Also Will Have 
Charge of Distribution and 
Transportation. 


CHICAGO, Aug. li—Tilinois today has 
a Director of Coal, whose duties involve 
the regulation of the prices, produc- 
tion,, distributing and transportation of 
the coal to be consumed by the people 
of the State until March 31, 1918. 

This new official is Chief Justice Or- 
rin N. Carter of the Stat€ Supreme 
Court. His appointment was announced 
late last night after Gov. Lowden and 
several coal operators had been in con- 
ference for more than four hours, at- 
tempting to reach an agreement on the 
coal problem. 

Acting in conjunction with the Direc- 
tor of Coal will be committees repre- 
senting the State Council of Defense, 
the Illinois coal operators and mine 
workers of the State. Under the agree- 
ment, however, the director has the 
power “from time to time to determine 
the price of coal at the mine mouth, 
irr the various districts of the State.”’ 
The price in no case is to exceed the 
maximum fixed from time to time by the 
Federal Government and is not top be 
established in the State until the vari- 
ous committees have been given oppor- 
tunity to be heard. 

The program provides that action to- 
ward price-fixing and other regulation 
be ‘“‘taken with the utmost possible dis- 
patch.”’ 

A statement issued by Gov. Lowden 
expressed satisfaction at the amicable 
settlement without “‘resort to the pow- 
ers that it possesses to meet emergen- 
cies of this kind,’ referring to the 
threat to seize mining properties unless 
an understanding was reached with the 
coal operators as to what prices should 
be charged for fuel this winter. 

Gov. Lowden asserts that the agree- 
ment will have no effect on the con- 
ference set for next Thursday at which 
representatives of 15 states are to meet 
here with the State Council of Defense 
to discuss coal problems.

The section of the newspapers oppos- 
ing British participation in the Stock- 
holm conference attaches the blame 
for yesterday's decision to send dele- 
gates to Henderson, Minister without 
portfolio, for what they assert was 
his misleading of the lebor men. His 
resignation from the Cabinet was in- 
sistently demanded. The Times, which 
belongs to this section of the press, 
says: 

“It was generally understood last 
night that Mr. Henderson's proceedings 
in the last fortnight have made it im- 
possible for him to remain a Cabinet 
Minister and his resignation if it has 
not already been formally tendered, may 
be expected today. The breach with his 
colleagues in the Cabinet is comp'«te.’’ 

According to the Times this **resrret- 
table state of affairs’? has nothing to 
do with divergent news on the war and 
is only indirectly connected with Fri- 
day’s labor conference vote, for there 
never had been the smallest question 
of the Government having refused of- 
ficially to countenance the ronference 
with its representatives. The matter 
the Times adds, is entirely one of mu: 
tual relations between the members of 
the Cabinet and Mr. Henderson’ S good 
faith with his colleagues. 

“The Whole truth of it,” says the 
Times, “will. not be known until the 
question is raised in Parliament, as it 
must be immediately. Meanwhile the 
inference is that Mr. Henderson was 
running on one policy as a labor lender 
and on another as a member of the Cab- 
Linet and came to erief.’’ 

Vote 

The resolution "Wag carried by a 
vote oF. 1,046,960 to 560,006 after an 
améendment by the dock workers op- 
posing it had been defeated by a 
vote of 391,000 to 1,651,000. When the 
vote on the resolution was announced 
a delegate shouted that no matter 
what the convention did the Fire- 
men's and Seamen’s Union would see 
to it that the delegates would never 
reach Stockholm.

He thought the Russian Gov- 
ernment of Premier Kerensky should 
not be interferred with. If the men 
in the labor movement were unable 
to agree among themselves, he added, 
they would carry their confusion and 
disagreements into other countries 
and create further misunderstanding. 
The chairman of the convention 
promised to give consideration to a 
suggestion by Robert Smillie, leader 
of the miners, that now the resolu- 
tion had been carried the Executive 
Committee should approach the 
American and Belgian laborites and 
persuade them to send delegates to 
Stockholm. 


Reversal of Polic

Finance Minister Discloses Deals of Former 
Premier ,When Seeking Money From the 
Entente at the Same Time. 


ATHENS, Aug. 11.—Finance Minis- 
ter Negropontes, replying to an inter- 
pellation in the Chamber, stated that 
the Cabinet of ex-Premier Skoulou- 
dis contracted two secret loans with 
the Bleichroeder Bank of Berlin of 
40,000,000 marks each, repayable in 
three months after the signature of 
peace. The first loan was arranged 
Jan. 2 and the second in April, 1916, 
and the Lambros ministry obtained 
a third similar loan of forty millions 
in January, 1917. 

Of these loans only 60,000,000 marks 
has been paid up by the bank. M.

Negropontes further declared that 
the Venizelos Government would ac- 
cept liability’for these loans. At the 
same.time he emphasized the heavy 
responsibility of the Skouloudis Gov- 
ernment which negotiated the loans 
without the authority of the Cham- 
bers and kept them secret while at 
the very time they were trying to 
oblige the western Powers to make

Says He Told Former Wife, 
Who Killed Him, She Never 
Could See Son Again. 


MINEOLA, N. Y., Aug. 11.— In a 
sworn depositicn made before the Dis- 
trict Attorney here, Susane Monteau, 
maid of Mrs. Bianca de Saulles, who 
shot and killed her divorced husband, 
John Longer de Saulles, testifies that 
de Saulles threatered to never let his 
former wife’ sce their child again and 
that this was the immediate provoca- 
tion for her act. 

“IT cant have my baby ever?’ was Mrs. 
de Saulles’ rejoine:, the maid testified. 

“Mr. de Saulles said ‘No’ very emer 
phatically and turned away,’’ the depo- 
sition coinued. His former wife “turned 
plae and staggered.””’ The maid then 
described how she drew a pistol out of 
her pocket and shot him down. 

Miss Monteau said she accompanied 
Mrs. de Saulles in a taxicab to her for- 
mer husband’s home to get her son. 
Mrs. de Saulles urged the driver to hur- 
ry, so they could get the boy and get 
away before De Saulles returned from 
dinner at his club. When they arrived 
‘they met his_sister coming. downstairs 
with the boy. Mrs. de Saulles asked 
where her former husband was, wheré- 
upon he appeared in person, demanding 
to know what she wanted. 

“Tl don’t think it very nice for you 
to keep the baby so long,” was thie 
remark by her mistress, the maid 
said, which wa _ sfollowed by De 
Saulles’ declaration that she could 
not have her son “now or ever.” 

Mrs. De Saulles was keenly disap- 
pointed when her son failed to visit 
her again yesterday. She pleaded 
with her attorney to do his utmost to 
induce the De Saulles family to bring 
him today.

GERMANY BELIEVED TO HAVE

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15 COAL MINES CLOSE. 
BECAUSE OF STRIKE 


Illinois Drivers’ Action Said to 
Be Without Union Organ- 
ization’s Approval. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 11.—As 
many as 15 coal mines between 
Springfield-and St. Louis have been 
force dto shut down, throwing out of 
work between 5000 and 6000 miners, 
as the result of the strike for higher 
wages of mine drivers, Francis Mc- 
Laughlin, secretary of the  Illingis 
Coal Operators’ Association, stated. 

The men, McLaughlin said, are de- 
manding nine and 10 hours’ pay for 
eight hours’ work at their scale of 
45 cents an hour. They now receive 
$3.60 a day. 

“The walkouts have not the ap- 
proval of the miners’ organization, 
and in many instarices pit committees 
have not been consulted at all,” he 
said.

The food administration is called 
into being to stabilize, not to disturb, 
conditions and to defend honest en- 
terprise against illegitimate compe- 
tition. It has been devised to cor- 
rect the abnormalities and abuses 
that have crept into trade by reason 
of the world disturbance and to re- 
Store business, as far as may be, to 
@ reasonable basis. 


The business men of this country, I 
am convinced, as a result of many 
hundreds of conferences with repre- 
sentatives of the great forces of food 
supply, realize their own patriotic 
obligation and the solemnity of the 
situation and will fairly and gen- 
erously. co-operate in meeting the na- 
tional emergency. I do not believe 
that drastic forces need be applied to 
maintain economic distribution and 
sane use of supplies by the great ma- 
| jority of American people, and I have 
learned a deep and abiding faith in 
the intelligence of the average Amer- 
ican business man, whose aid we de- 
pend on to remedy evils developed by 
the war, which he admits and de- 
plores as deeply as ourselves. But 
if there be those who expect to ex- 
ploit this hour of sacrifice, if there 
are men, or organizations, scheming 
to increase the trials of this country, 
we shall not hesitate to apply fully 
the drastic, coercive powers that 
Congress has conferred on us. 


Aims at Co-ordination. 

In enforcing the measures of the 
act, it is not our intention to pro- 
ceed with a host of punitive meas- 
ures, but rather by co-ordination 
with various trades, effect such con- 
structive regulations as will render 
gambling, extortion and other waste- 
ful practices impossible and. will 
stablize prices. Indulgence in profit- 
eering in this hour of national dan- 
ger is far from the wish or the will 
of the vast majority of our busi- 
ness people and I am convinced that 
while we must have ready in reserve 
the corrective powers given us, we 
shall by these powers free the great 
majority from necessity to compete 
with operators whose sole effort is 
to inflate prices and bring into dis- 
repute the majority of honest 
traders. We propose to proceed as 
rapidly as possible with constructive 
regulation in various commodities 
and to announce each program as 
quickly as it is properly formulated. 
We hope within the next few days 
to announce the method of wheat 
and flour control. 


The deep obligation is upon us to 
feed the armies and the peoples as- 
sociated with us in this struggle. 
The diversion of 40,000,000 of their 
men to war or war work; the addi- 
tional millions of women drafted to 
the places of their husbands and 
brothers, the toll of the submarine 
have all conspired to reduce produc- 
tion that their harvests this autumn 
will fall 500,000,000 bushels of grain 
below their normal production.

Government ae Take 
- Steps to Put Conservation: 


WASHINGTON, Aug. il.—Machinery 
for controlling the nation’s food supply 
was set in motion today following 
formal announcement by President Wil- 
son of Herbert C. Hoover's appointment 
as food administrator. Vartots agén- 
cies for putting into. effect the food sur- 
vey and regulatory bills, made law by 
the President's signature, today” began 
the eexrcise of corrective powers in or- 
der to place the food supply on a war- 
time basis. 

The food administration, under direc- 
tion of Hoover, will have general super- 
yision of supply regulation. The De- 
partment of Agriculture will assist in 
food conservation by an educational 
campaign and will administer to its 
food production measure. The Federal 
Trade Commission will compile food 
scales. Food costs have recently been 
investigated by the commission , and 
price fixing probably will be made _in 
conformity with its recommendations. 

The purpose of the food administra- 
tion is to stabilize and not to disturb 
conditions, Hoover declared in 4 state- 
ment issued following his appointment. | 
Efforts will be made to check specula-| 
tion and correct price abuses, he said, 
but drastic measures will not be em- 
ployed unless negotiations with pro- 
ducers and manufacturers fail.

A FIGHTERS’ COMPENSATION LAW. 

The need to provide for countless forms of dis- 
ability and many different classes oi beneficiaries. 
| makes the bill for insuring our fighting men @ 
rather complex measure in its detalis. In general, 
however, the text as introduced in both houses 
seems to carry out the intent heretofore outlined. 
| It is really a fighting men’s compensation Dill, 
adapting to war conditions the principle and some 
of the machinery of the workinginen’s compen- 
sation laws of the industries. | 

The Government is not only the sailed but 
the insuring company or corporation of the fight- 
ing men. The business of providing protection 
and paying indemnities is made a part of the al- 
ready existing bureau which for nearly three years 
has been successfully furnishing marine insur- 
ance for ship owners. 

Every fighter, whether or not he himself ap- 
plies for life and accident insurance, will be 
deemed to be covered by a $5000 policy at Gov- 
ernment expense. The striking feature of the plan 
as recommended to Congress is that this extra- 
hazardous war insurance will be supplied at a 
cost of only $8 a thousand. Insurance companies 
less than six weeks. ago were asking $100 a thou- 
sand for such policies. Instead of costing an en- 
listed man nearly three times his annual pay, a 


On emerging from the service after the war, 
men can continue their insurance at the $8 rate. 
The long-predicted time when state insurance 
would become the ordinary form of life indemnity 
seems accordingly very near. For, with ex-sol- 
diers enjoying the privilege of cheap Govern- 
ment insurance with endowment and annuity 
features, how long will it be before civilians are 
admitted to the same privilege and the problem of 
old age pensions will be regarded as solved? 

A fighters’ compensation system is even a great- 
er advance over the old system of a pension roll 
that is far from being a roll of honor and pension 
attorneys and pension politicians as the work- 
ingmen’s compensation system is over the old 
system of indemnity by jury awards, ambulance- 
chasing lawyers and protracted lawsuits. 

Our boys can submit themselves to the risks 
of war with the very comfortable feeling that 
whatever befalls them, they and their dependents 
are sure of generous care. Their indemnity will 
come to them by right, through awards made on 
scientific, actuarial principles, irrespective of the 
favor or disfavor of politicians and without dis- 
crimination.

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THE MIX-UP IN CANADA. 

Two British dependenctes, Australia and South 
Africa, have held elections since the beginning of 
the war and in both the Government in power 
won with more or less ease.

Dr. Louise Stanley of the Missouri 

College of Agriculture offers the fol- 

lowing suggestions for canning rhu- 

barb: 

Cut the rhubarb in half-inch lengths. 

Do not remove the outside layer, since 

it cooks soft and its red color gives a 

very attractive pink tinge to the sauce. 

Pack in glass jars and add sugar in the 

same proportion as for sauce, about 

one-half by weight as much sugar as 
rhubarb. Put on a rack in any vessel 
large enough to allow the water to 
reach almost to the top of the jars. Let 

the water surrounding the jars boil 15 

minutes. Remove the jars. The con- 

tents will have shrunk considerably so 
that the contents of sOme jars may be 
used to fill the rest.’ Fill completely.

Open the cabbage carefully to the very 
center; put in a half teaspoonful of the 
mixture, fold over two or three of the 
little leaves; now cover these with a 
layer of the mixture, fold over this the 
next layer of leaves, and so on until 
each layer is stuffed. 

Press all firmly together, tie in a piece 
of cheese cloth, put it into a kettle of 
‘boiling salted water and boil 2 hours.
